The  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease  during  the  year  was  low, 

Whooping  Cough  (77)  and  Measles  (31)  cases  vrere  the  main  diseases.  Ten 
cases  of  Dysentery  (Sonne)  type  occurred,  spread  over  the  v/hole  year. 

Housing  again  was  our  greatest  worry  from  a.  health  angle,  the  number  of 
families  living  in  hutments  is  far  too  high  and  the  length  of  time  in  which 
some  families  have  existed  in  them,  is  also  far  too  long,  the  ultimate 
danger  to  the  physical  and  mental  health  may  take  years  to  assess  correctly, 
every  endeavour  should  be  made  to  close  these  unsuitable  promises , 

The  time  is  nearing  when  Slum  Clearances  must  be  commenced  but  the  rate 
of  building  must  bo  materially  improved,  in  order  to  cope  vdth  the  homeless 
tenants. 

The  cost  of  Council  houses  is  in  smaller  authorities  (especially  the 
ones  who  wore  unfortuna-te  in  starting  la.te)  becoming  a,  real  burden,  and  I 
wouJ.d  again  mention  the  usefulness  of  the  Diaplex  house,  but  it  must  be  well 
insuiLa/bod. 

Possibly  as  a rosilt  of  the  housing  shortage,  camping  is  becoming  a 
major  problem  in  this  rrea  and  much  time  has  to  be  spent  in  supervising  the 
numerous  camping  sites.  An  endeavour  which  is  meeting  vdth  much  success 
and  it  is  hoped,  will  reflect  credit  on  the  district,  is  being  made  to 
improve  the  sites | ospcciclly  for  all-tho-ycar  cara,v£u.ining.  The  rapid  growth 
in  caravens  during  recent  years  has  resilted  in  an  unsightly  and  inss^nitary 
conglomeration  of  vans  of  various  kinds | now  some  order,  sanitation  and 
standard  is  being  obtained, 

A special  report  was  made  to  the  Council  during  the  year  pointing  out  the 
inadequacy  of  staff  to  deal  satisfactorily  with  the  problem  of  health  in  the 
district, 

I vroild  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Coniuiittee  for  their  consideration  at  all  times  a.nd  the  Staff  of  my  Department 
for  their  rosly  help  and  cooperation  and  especislly  to  Mr,  Rawlins,  the 
Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  for  his  part  of  the  report  on  the  Sanitary 
circumstances.

Daring  the  year  considerable  discassion  took  place  in  the  local  Branch 
of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors*  Association,  resulting  in  a recomondation  of
